WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—It was a 


very exasperating day in the Guiteau 
trial. The assassin was several times 
threatened with the dock, and for a 
time the threats seemed to quiet him; 
bnt the effect of the judge's severity 
soon passed away, and Guiteau contin- 
ued his braggart impudence until, at 
the end of the day, he had the audacity 
to rise, wish the court, the jury, and 
the country a merry Christmas time, 
and added: "I am happy." The testi- 
mony of the experts to-day again was 
all against Guiteau. The witnesses 
examined were those who had been 
here from the beginning of the trial, 
and who were the first to examine Gui 
teau in the jail. 


The first witness was l)r. Henry P. 


Stearns. Notwithstanding as vigorous 
a cross-examination as Reed and Scoville 
both could give him, the witne-s main- 
tained that Guiteau was entirely sane. 
Mr. Reed succeeded in receiving from 
Dr. Stearns the admission, that an'acute 
memory is not usually associated with 
insanity, a point whioh was very un- 
favorable for Guitean, as bis memory 
has been pronounced marvelous from 
the beginning of the trial. 
Mr. Reed 


asked the witness several questions 
which the court ordered stricken out. 
There is a great deal of acerbity be- 
tween the government counsel and Mr. 
Reed, tor reasons which do not appear 
upon the surface, and as the court ruled 
out these questions to-day, Judge Por- 
ter arose and gravely said to Mr. Heed: 
"Your questions may have been all 
right when you were district attorney, 
bnt in courts of justice and law they 
are illegal and cannot be admitted.'' 
The local newspapers at different times 
have suggested that Mr. Reed (after the 
Guiteau trial) might be appointed by 
President Arthur to be district attorney 
to succeed Corkhill, and posibly these 
rumors have tended to add to the evi- 
dent bitterness between the counsel. 
The cross-examination of all the experts 
is prolonged and tedious. It goes over 
the same ground, and the jury as well 
as the audience grow restive at it. It 
develops no new facts whatever, and 
does not seem to benefit Guiteau. 


Onoe daring the day when Guiteau 


was impudent to Judge Porter, the lat- 
ter rose and with great dignity said: 
"May it please your honor, these inter- 
ruptions by the criminal are unbearable. 
I must insist that if he persist in them 
he be removed to his proper place—the 
prisoner's dock." 


Judge Cox—I have been thinking 


about the propriety of doing so lor sev- 


oonslderation, but will not enforae it at 
present. The prisoner must stop these 
.nterruptions and let the trial proceed. 
I will decide what shall be done if the 
interruptions are repeated. 


When Guiteau made his last declara- 


tion, defying them to send him to the 
dock, many hisses were heard in the 
chamber. His Honor quickly checked 
the demonstration, and warned the of- 
fenders that if they were repeated they 
would be arrested and punished by the 
Court for contempt. 


Further along in the course of the 


cross-examination of the witness Gui- 
teau again interrupted, and said : 


'•The only question in this case is, 


Was my free agency destroyed at the 
time I removed the President ?" 


The medical witness gave Guiteau an 


answer whinh was the severest blow he 
has yet received from any one on the 
witness-stand, and-it had a very marked 
effect upon the assassin. The witness, 
turning and looking at Guiteau directly, 
the gaze of the lawyers and the jury 
being turned upon the prisoner, said : 
"Vicious propensity neutralizes free 
agency." 


Guiteau was dumbfounded, and for 


once was stilled. The Superintendent 
of the Cleveland Insane Asylum had, 
in a compact way, given the most forci- 
ble answer to the only defense to which 
Guiteau even lays claim that has yet 
been made. 


QUINCY, 111., Dec. 24.—About 9 


o'clock this morning a powerful colored 
man named Samuel Porter White, under 
the influence of liquor, went into the 
house of a colored woman named Sum- 
mers, on the corner of Third and Broad- 
way. 
He had a club with him and be- 


gan demolishing things in the house. 
The only person present besides Mrs. 
Summers 
was her 12 year-old boy 


named Benjamin. When she remon- 
strated with Porter he knocked her 
down with the club and began stamping 
her with his feet. About this time 
Ben had gathered a rock about the size 
of his fist and let drive across the room. 
The rock more than accomplished its 
purpose. It struck Porter on the left 
temple. He fell like a log and expired 
in a lew minutes. A crowd soon gath 
ered and Ben was arrested. The wo- 
man, who is severely hurt, was cared 
for. 
The coroner was summoned and 


boxed up the remains of Porter, prelim 
inary to holding an inquest. 


Ben Summers, the avenger of his 


mother, ig 12 years of age. Porter was 
35. Ben tells the story, and is fully 
corroborated by his mother and others.

Guiteau became at once the quietest 


man in the room. He looked nervously 
towards the dock, which is the most 
unprotected portion of the room from 
the crowd, mumbled something about 
"the judge's discretion," and buried his 
face in a newspaper. 


Dr. James Strong, for many years 


superintendent of the Cleveland Insane 
asylum, was another witness. He also 
testified to Guiteau's perfect bodily 
health, and to the fact that he was in 
nowise insane. In the course of the 
examination of this witness, the follow- 
ing colloquy occurred: 


Guiteau—I don't see the necessity 


of going through all this rubbish and 
wasting time. 


The witness proceeding said that he 


found the prisoner with a good appetite. 


Guiteau (interrupting)—Yes, Doctor, 


I told you all about myself. 


Porter (quickly rising and showing 


considerable feeling)—I must insist that 
these interruptions cease, and shall in- 
sist, if they are not, that the prisoner 
be placed m the dock, where he belongs. 


Guiteau—Do it now! Do it now 


Let's test the matter now. Let's settle 
it. 


Porter (hastily and warmly)—We 


will. I ask the Court to put the pris- 
oner where he belongs—in the dock. 
where all criminals are confined. 
He 


has admitted that he killed President 
Garfield; he has admitted that he is 
not insane, and he belongs in that dock 
[poiiting to the place], where every 
prisoner that comes into this court has 
to go. 


Scoville—The gentleman has got 


through with his speech, 
iNow, what 


does he want ? 


Porter (warmly)—I want the Court 


to order the prisoner placed in the dock 
and the marshal to see it enforced. 


Guiteau (whining)—I am my own 


counsel. I told you that when you 
same here, that I was counsel, and you 
cannot do what yon want to.

and be subjected to calumny from this 
man. 


Guitean—You aie a fraud, Corkhill
